THE PRESIDENT IN NEW LONDON 


- Salutes Fired in His Honor—The Trip to 
Newport, Rhode Island—Entertained at 
the Torpedo Station— Kissing the Baby. 


New Lonpon, Conn., July 5.—The weather 
at Woodstock was bright and pleasant this 
morning and the sun shone for the first time 
in three days. President Harrison arose 
shortly after 5 o'clock and filled in time before 
breakfast by planting a tree in the garden 
before the Bowen residence, which he pre= 
sented to Mr. Bowen. Secretary Tracy, Goy- 
ernor Pulkely, Justice Miller, Senator Haw- 
ley, Congressman Reed, and other guests 
assisted at planting. After breakfast the 
president was driven to Putnam, where the 
Special train, consisting of a parlor car, bag- 
gage car and engine were waiting to carry him 
to New London. He was accompanied by 
Secretary Tracy, Governor Bulkley, Con- 
gressman Reed, Clarence W. Bowen, W. E. 
D. Stokes, and Lispenard Stewart. ‘The train 
left Putnam at 8:05 o’clock. ‘The president 
stood on the lower step of the car and shook 
hands with 200 or 300 men and boys while 
waiting for the train to start. Along the 
route to New Loudon crowds of people had 
gathered at the railway stations and 

CHEERED AS THE TRAIN SPED BY. 

At Plainfield a stop was made, and the presi- 
dent did more bandshaking. One proud citi- 
zen informed the president that his new-born 
infant had been named Benjamin Harrison. 

At Norwith there was a very enthusiastic 
demonstration. Bands played patriotic airs, 
and 2,000 men, women and children, denscly 
packed on cither side of the track, cheered 
heartily as the train drew into the station. 
The president appeared on the platform and, 
in response to the manifestation of the crowd, 
made a short speech. tle was introduced to 
the crowd by M: \yor Crandall, of Norwich. He 
thanked the people for their presence and cor- 
dial reception, aud said he was giad to see that 
the dey otion to American institutions and free- 
dom, which had always characterized the peo- 

lo of Connecticut, were being perpetuated. 
fie said: 

We have here our line of division, but it does my 
heart good to believe that in all that is really essen- 
tial to our great nation we are one in sy mpathy aud 
one ininterests. I bid you good morning 

THREE ROUSING CHEERS 

were given for the president. The mayor 
then introduced Secretary Tracy, Governor 
Bulkley and Senator Hawley, and the latter 
two made brief addresses. Mayor Crandall, 
Hon. Henry Belland A. A. W. Prentiss, of 
Noawich, accompanied the train to New Lon- 
don. The train reached New London at 9: 
o’clock, where there was another eronsize 
tion. President Harrison stepped to the rear 

latform of the car and was introduced by 

layor Tinker, and addressed the throng as 
follows: 

‘‘Ladies and gentlemen, I assure you that I 
appreciate this demonstration in my honor, but the 
pian of travel is such that I can’t talk to you as 
would like, Ibid you good morning.’ 

ON BOARD THE DESPATCH. 

Cheers were given forthe president as he 
alighted from the train and was escorted to the 
boat landing and assigued a seat in a ten-oared 
eg Following the president were Secre- 
tary Noble, Senator Dixon, of Rhode Island, 
and the other members of the party, who, with 
Governor Ladd, of Rhode Island, and Senator 
Aldrich, were rowed out to the Despatch, im 
mid-stream. <A president's salute was fired in 
honor of the chief magistrate, and at 10 o'clock 
the 4 ne. weighed anchor and proceeded 
to Newport, where she is expected to arrive at 
1:30. Goveruor Bulkley, who arrived with 
the party, took leave of them here, and re- 
turned to Hartford. 

WELCOMED AT NEWPORT. 

Newport, R. 1., July 5.—The presidential 
party was very late in arriving this afternocn, 
it being 3:50 when the United _States steamor 
Dispatch steamed into the harbor. A salute 
of twenty-one guns was fired from Fort 
Adams, the bell on the lighthouse at the en- 
trance of the harbor was wang, and the 
whistles on the steamersin the harbor sounded 
a welcome, while the yachts dressed ship, and 
the Dispatch was boarded by Commodore 
Goodrich, of the torpedo station, and Commo- 
dore Scard. 

The presidential party, upon their arrival at 
the station, were greeted with a 

SALUTE OF TWENTY-ONE TORPEDOES, 
which sent huge columns of water high in the 
air and covered the presidential party with 
spray. An informal reception was held in the 
machine shop, the dynamo room was inspect- 
ed, and experiments with gun cotton and tor- 
pedoes were successfully performed. The 
party were greatly intcrested. The president 
connected the wires for one explosion. The 
party steamed on the Stiletto to the United 
States training station. The New liampshire’s 
band'played ‘‘ifaii to the Chief.”" The train- 
ing shi) was inspected; a battalion of naval 
apprentices was reviewed, the station inspect- 
© ed, and a brief-reception was held by the com- 
mander ‘and Mrs. Hutchinson. The appren- 
tice boys climbed in the rigging and gave three 
cheers as the party left on the Stiletto for the 
city. 

The party was driven at once to the state 
house, where President Ilarrison, Secretary 
Tracey and Governor Ladd held an hour’s pub- 
lic reception, Mayor Coggesliall making the 
introductions. They shook hands with 1,500 
people. 

KISSING THE BABY. 

An incident of the reception was the presen- 
tation of a baby rescued from the Johnstown 
flood, who was kissed by all of the receiving 
party. A committee from the Rhode Island 
society of the Cincinnati presented an ad- 
dress to President Harrison, who is a 
member of the Pennsylvania society. The 
party wasescorted by the Newport Artillery 
to Governor Ladd’s cottage for dinn ier. The 
guests included the president, Secretary 
‘Tracey, Senators Hawley and Aldrich, Con- 

ressman Reed, Governor Lulkeley, United 

tates Supreme Jusiice Blatchford, Rear Ad- 
aniral Luce, Commanders Goodrich and Hig- 
sinson, Colonel Mendenhall, Mayor Cogges- 
jiall, ex-Governor W, Ames, aud over a dozen 
ep a city people. 

The presidential party left on the Dispatch 

about midnight. As it left the harbor a tor- 
pedo was exploded, and the harbor was illumi- 
nated bv electric tic torchlight.

DEATH AT THE CROSSING 


4 Train Strikes a Carriage, Mangling Its 
Occupants, 

LonG Brancn, N. J., July 5.—At Little 
Silver crossing, three miles north of Long 
Branch, this afternoon, a carriage containing 
the mother of Joseph Ward, collar and shirt 
manufacturer, of New York; Mr. Keating, 
Ward’s brother-in-law, a New York hat man- 
ufacturer; Elsie Keating, a child, and her 
nurse, was struck by the 3:30 express 
train from New York, on the Centrai 
road of Now- Jersey, and smashed 
to pieces. Mrs. Ward, Mr. Keating and 
their nurse girl were dreadfully mangled 
beneath the wheels of the locomotive and their 
bodies carried over one hundred feet. The 
child Elsie was: also badly mangled. Ter 
chest was crushed but she lived an hour and a 
half. Pieces of the victims’ bodies were scat- 
tered along the track for a considerable dis- 
tance. The horse was killed and dismembered. 

HOW THE ACCIDENT HAPPENED. 

Several persons who witnessed tlie accident 
say Keating waited until the north bound'train 

passed. He ovidentiy did not see the south 
bound express and drove upon the track as it 
came thundering along. The express train 
runs from Jersey City to Long Branch, stop- 
ping at Red Bank only. The remains were 
gathercd up and taken to an penta te 
establishment at Red Bank. ‘Coroner Vande- 
vere, of Long Branch. will hold an aici 
Monday.

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Collision Between an Excursion Trainand a 
Freight. 

Dunvugue, Iowa, July 5.—A wreck oecurred 
last night onthe Chicago and Kansas City 
road about two miles north of this city. The 
Grand Army of the Republic had been holdinga 
picnic at Twin Springs, a resort about thirteen 
miles from Dubuque. Over five thousand 
people were in attendance. ‘Trains were run 
every hourto and from the grounds. The 


excursion train had just landed twelve hun- 
dred people in this city and was returning for |

North and South Dakota Constitutional 
Conventions. 

Bismarck, N. D., July 5.—The constitu- 
tional convention convened at 10:45 this morn- 
ing. The report of the cominittee on creden- 
tials was read and a short recess was taken to 
secure some correction in the report, which 
was then adopted. The election 
of ay permanent chairinan was 
the next business. Mr. Campbell, 
of Stutsman, presented the name of F. B. 
Fancher, republican caucus nominee, 
was seconded. W.E. Rurcell, of Wahpeton, 
presented the NaAW0 of John K. 
Carland of Lismarck, as the democratic 
nominee. The oath was taken by delegates 
before further proceedings, Mr. Fanciier wa 
elected on the first ballot, getting 52 votes, 
Carland 17, not voting 6, total 57 Mr. Car- 
land asked that the 
mous, and his motion prevailed. A committee 
of seven on rules was appointed and the con- 
vention adjourned until 2 p. m., tomorrow. 

South Dakota. 

Sioux Fatts, 8S. D., July 5.—The conven- 
tion met at 2 o’clock this afternoon and ratified 
the nominations for cificers made by the re- 
publican caucus last night. The committee 
on rules had not finished its work, and mem- 
bers of the committees are not likely to be 
named by Judge Edgerton before Monday. 

The convention may adjourn over Saturday, 
or may mect a few moments on Saturday, but 
no important work wifl be done. The commit- 
tee onrules, J. L. Jolly chairman, met this 
morning and prepared its report 
on ® number of committees  nec- 
essary and the number of delegates 
of which they shall consist. The judiciary 
committee will consist of thirteen. members, 
the executive of seven and the legislative of 
twenty-five.

He is Adjudged a Lunatic, and Will Spend 
the Next Few Weeks in the Asylum at 
Milledgeville. 

Macon, Ga., July 5.—[Special.]—It seems 
that the Woolfolk murder with its attending 
sequences will never come to an end and will 
forever live in the annals of time. 

This morning was the time set for the trial 
of Jack Dulbose, the notorious negro who was 
arrested on a@ warrant sworn out by Tom 
Woolfolk before Justice Wylley on May 27th, 
charging DuBose as principal in the second 
degree in the murder of the Woolfolk family 
on that dreadfal night, August 6, 1887, being 
present, aiding and abeiting by keeping watch 
ata distance. And who in all this world is so 
well qualified as Tom Woolfolk to know who 
was present on that dreadful occasion ? 

When Justice Wylly called the case no law- 
yers were present, either for. the state or the 
defendant. Justice Wrylly received a note 
this morning from Attorneys John C. Ruther- 
ford and Minter Wimberly stating that it 
would be impossible for them gp be present, as 
they were compelled to bei tlanta on im- 
portant business. Mr. James L. Anderson, 
who had been appointed by Justice Wylly to

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SENATOR BOYD TALKS 


About His Co-educationtBill—The Boys and 
Giris Should Be Together. 

Senator Boyd, of Dahlonega,whointroduced 
the co-education bill, yesterday was asked: 

“What led you to introduce such a bill?’’ 

“From experience and long observation I 
have seen the necessity for higher education 
for both male and female—higher and moro 
general education for the people of our state. 
There have been vast sums of money ex- 
pended by our people forthe education of the 
males in which the other sex had no participa- 
tion. Itis admitted by philosophers and di- 
vines and sustained by the history of the past 
that four-fifths of the great and good 
men of the world received their impressions 
from their good mothers’ If this be true, 
hence the necessity of spending more money 
for the training of the women of the country. 
No. provision has heretofore beon made for 
them by the state, in the appropriation or ex- 
penditure of money, except a small sum to the 
common school fund, in which the opposite 
sex equaily participates. 

‘The State university and its branch colleges 
have beep mainly supported for the banetit of 
the males. Natural equity would require that 
the girls of our state should have an equal 
chance with the boys for a good education. In 
other words, 1 think we should give the girls a 
fair chance with the boys in the battle of life 
and fit them to ornament their position in so- 
ciety in the higher civilization to which we 
are advancing.” ; 
{-j‘What effect would cc-education have on 
the boys and girls ?”’ 

‘“*‘T am decidedly in favor of mixed sehools, 
both high and low. They have a tendency to 
refine the deportment and excite a generous 
emulation in the acquirement of knowledge. I 
am pronounced in my opinion on this subject. 
It would help beth sides.”’ 

“Suppose the boys should fall in love with 
the girls?” 

‘Then let them marry. It is a very good 
place to select a wife or a husband.’ 

This experiment has been tried in several) of 
the northern colleges, where heretoforagon!y 
male students were admitted, and in every in- 
Stance the ofticers of those colleges report 
moral and intellectual progress among the 
students.

New York World is a reckless news- 
paper. Itsays: 

Some idea of the nature of journalism in the 
south may be gathered from the fact that the 
Charleston News of last Sunday had no editorfal 
reference to the yerdictin the McDow case. The 
fact was quictly announced under this heading: 
“On Trial for His Life—Dr. McDow Acquitted of 
the Murder of Captain Dawson.” Here was @ 
newspaper whose editor and proprietor had been 
foully assassinated and his slayer pronounced 
innocent absolutely afraid to lift up its voice to 
protest against the injustice. And yet Dr. McDow 
is threatening to take his shotgun and administer a 
reproof tothe press of his city because it has not 
treated him with the respect due his position, 
Cespite his indiscretious. 

What would the World have the News 
and Courier do? Would it advise a news- 
paper to prejudice public opinion in ad- 
vance of atrial, and then, if disappointed 
in the verdict, abuse the judge, the lawyers 
and the jury? 

A reputable newspaper cannot pursue 
such a course in a decent community, Un- 
doubtedly the Charleston paper was bitterly 
disappointed in the result of the McDow 
case, but, unless it had conclusive evidence 
that fraud or improper means were cm- 
ployed to secure the verdict, it would not be 
justified in denouncing the jury and the 
sworn officers of the court. 

Lv the way, how does the World know 
that its Charleston contemporary is ‘‘abso- 
Jutely afraid”’ to lift up its voice to protest 
against the injustice of the verdict? 

One point in the trial of the case might 
very properly be severely criticised, and that 
is the preponderance of negroes on the jury, 
but the criticism should not be confined to 
the McDow case alone—it should take a 
wider range. 

The World has taken a strange view of 
this case. It started out in a complacent 
mood because the jury had seven negroes 
on it, and now it abuses the white people of 
South Carolina for something whieh they 
are not responsible for, and which they 
could not prevent. All this is very unjust 
and unworthy of a gre at paper. 
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An Outspoken Preacher. 
The editor of the Arkansas Churchman 
takes a gloomy view of the religious situa- 
tion. 

The Churchman declares that our wor- 
sliip of Mammon is as real and vicious as 
ever engaged the pagan devotion of any 
people, and says that a period of spiritual 
eclipse, of terrible apostasy, threatens 
Christendom. 

Alihough our contemporary firmly be- 
lieves that the cause of Christ will ulti- 
mately triumph, still it recognizes 
that it is possible for a nation to turn away 
from God, and suffer all the bitter conse— 
quences of apostasy. 

There are other unpleasant things that 
embitter the life of this gloomy editor. His 
plain way of calling attention tothe dan- 
gers of the age has made him enemies, and 
he has been warned to beware of assassina— 
tion. 

We cannot imagine a more unhappy man 
than an earnest Christian who believes that 
the churches have apostatized, and that the 
world again needs the shedding of martyrs’ 
blood to shock nominal Christians intoa 
realization of the hideous nature of modern 
paganism. 

it must be admitted that there isa good 
deal of this sort of talk these days. Asa 
rule, it comes from the country—the big 
$10,000-a-year city preachers do not take 
such a blue view of the situation.

THE LEGISLATURE DEVOTES 1TS 
LIME TONEW MAITER, 


A Number of New Bills Were Introduced Into the 
Senate and House Yesterday, Some of Them 
Very Important—The Day's Work. 


The special features of yesterday at the cap- 
ito) are shown in another column—the educa- 
tional bills. 

it was the first day for the introduction of 
new matter, and the Solons took advantage of 
the opportanity to flood the clerk’s desk with 
missives. The member who didn’t get in at 
least one bil! must have felt lonely indeed. 

The two bodies have settled down to busi- 
ness now, and a business session may be looked 
for. : 


The Senate. 

The senate did not care to talk about the 
blair edacational bill yesterday, and the regu- 
Jar order, which bronght up a resolution 
touching that measure, was. displaced. The 
members had new business to get in, and 
the call of the roll developed a number of 
bills. 

Besides the rapid dispatch of business, yes- 
terduy’s session was distinguished by the in- 
troduction of two important bills, one by 
Senator Bartlett, authorizing the sherifis, 
jailers or kcepers of jails to decline to receive 
federal prisoners into their custody, and one 
by Senator Boyd, to admit female students 
into the State university and all ,the branch 
colleges. 

It seems that the jail bill, which will be 
chanmipioned in the house by Representative 
Hardeman when Senator Bartlett gets it 
through the senate, isthe result of the action 
of Judge Emory Speer, of the federal court in 
finding Jailer Birdsong, of Macon, fifty dol- 
lars for chaining up a violent federal prisoner 
who was defacing the walls, and by his noisy 
profanity and obsenity making himself a nui- 
sance. Judge Specr held that the jailer of 
Libb county jail, appomted under the law of 
Georgia, was an oflicer of the federal court 
because he had the custody of federal pris- 
oners. Against a fine for contempt there was 
no appeal, and feeling it insufferable thata 
citizen of Georgia should have no remedy at 
law against what he considered an excess of 
authority by Judg® Speer, Mr. Bartlett 
has introduced a bill which will 
put it out of the power of 
federal judges to exert such a resistless one- 
man power. A joint interview with Senator 
Bartieit and Mr. tlardeman gives the details. 

Senator Boyd’s bill seemed to be a surprise 
to the senate. The senator appears to be in 
earncst, and he thinks there is no argument 
that will show why the. state should appro- 
priate money for the education of boys with- 
out doing as much for the dear girls. 

Auumber of other bills were introduced, 
but nore comparable to these two in general 
importance, although Senator Bartlett’s bill to 
repeal the c.ause inthe Macon and Birming- 
ham raiiroad’s charter, requiring it to pass 
through Greenville and LaGrange, and the 
one Which follows this up by authorizing the 
Georgia Southern and Florida railroad by 
vote of a majority of its stockholders to 
inderse the bonds of the Macon = and 
Biriningham road are of vital interest to large 
sections of the state, as they indicate that 
another important system of railroads is be- 
ginning to form in Georgia. 

The bill to incorporate the Union Savings 
Bank and Trast company is of special interest 
to Macon, and Senator Rice’s. biil to limit ithe 
liability of stockholders in the Atlanta Mnu- 
tual lusurance company to the amount of their 
unpaid subscriptions, is ‘ef interest to this 
city, as also the bill to charter the Fulton 
Loan and Banking company. 

Senator Hall, who was after tax dodgers 
last session, renews the good work this ses- 
sion, and reaches for the Pullman sleeping car 
people ina bill that strikes out the non-resi- 
dent clause of the tax act, and levies a license 
tax on railroads hauling sleepers of $100 on 
roads 100 miles long, S150 on roads of 100 to 150 
miles, £260 on those of 150 to 200 miles, $250 
on those of 200 to 250 miles, and $300 on 
longer roady 

A rather veculiar bill was the one introduced 
by Senator. ‘+ hitileld, to prevent the sale of 
secd cotton vetween the 15th of August and 
the 15th of Decemberip Baldwin county. This 
bill will be of special interest to the cotton- 
sced-oil mills, as it will aifect their supply in 
that locality. If this policy were generally 
adopted it would wipe out the oil mills en- 
tirely.

LET UNCLE SAM BUILD HIS JAILS 
Is the Programme of Senator Bartiett and 
Representative Hardeman. 

Last week a federal prisoner accused of coun- 
terfeiting was committed togthe Bibb county 
jail. Hewas an unruly negro and proceeded 
to make himself as disagreeable as possible to 
the people of the neighborhood. He amused 
himself by uttering profane and obscene Jan- 
guage, and persuaded his companions in con- 
finement to cover the -walls with tobacco 
juice. 

As Jailer Birdsong’s family lives in one side 
of the jail andthe prisoner’s ribaldry was 
plainly audible and exceedingly offensive to 
them, he went intothe cell and remonstrated 
with the negro. The prisoner, in an insolent 
manner, said: 

“Go to h—Ill! 
one; you can’t do anything with me. 

Then the jailer went ont and got some 
policemen and chained the negro to the wall 
with only a little play of the chain, so that he 
could not move about and keep such a racket. 
The neyro was coinpelied to stand up for an 
hour or sc,and Judge Eimory Speer, on hear- 
ing of it, tined the javer fifty dollars for con- 
tempt of court, holding that the keeper of a 
jail where federal prisoners were kept, was an 
ofticer of the federal court. 

Against this fine there was no appeal, and 
yesterday Mir. Bartlett, whois Mr. Lirdsong’s 
counsel, introduced in‘the senate a_ bill to 
authorize the keepers of jaiis to dacline to 
reccive federal prisoners into their enstody. 

“We felt that Judge Speer had excceded his 
authority,’’ said Senator DBartlett, ‘‘and as 
there was no recourse, We shall try to put the 
jail keepers where they won’t be snbject to such 
resistiess power by one man. In this instance 
we think it has been unjustly used. It is true 
Iam Mr. Birdsong’s counsel, but I act for him 
without fee because I think this is oppress- 
ive.”’ 

‘Judge Speer isclaiminga prerogative thata 
Georgia judge conld not exercise,’”’ said Rep- 
resentative -—Hardeman, who introduced the 
bill simnitaneously in the house. “If it had 
been a state prisoner Judge Gustin could not 
have fined Mr. Birdsong. He couaid have had 
him indicted, but he would bave had io wait 
till the grand jury met and let the indictment 
take the usual course. Under the. circum- 
stances we fee! that the keepers of jails shonld 
be put outof reach of a power against which 
there is no recourse if it is exercised unjustly 
as we believe it wasin this case.’’ 

“Federal prisoners are keptin state jails by 
the comity of the states, andif such oppression 
arises out of it it is better for the general gov- 
ernment to build its own jails,’’ said Mr. Lart- 
lett. 

‘“Whatis the prospect of passing the bill?” 

“There won’t be much opposition toit in the 
senate.”’ 

“How about the house ?”’ 

“We can’t tell yet how it will be received,’’ 

said Mr. Hardeman.

The new jail building for United States 
prisoners is an assured fact, and the work of 
erecting it will be commenced in a few days. 

“Of course the new building will not be 
very elaborate,’’ said Sheriff Thomas yester- 
day, ‘‘but it will meet the object for which it 
is intended, and will be a great benefit and 
comfort to prisoners who are brought here 
from the mountamous districts. 

‘These revenue prisoners, asa rule, are men 
of cleanly habits, and it almest makes some of 
them sick to be putin the same. prison with 
the common run of county prisoners. If the 
two classes of prisoners are separated it will bo 
possible to keep them in much better condi- 
tion, though it is out of the question to main- 
tain absolute cleanliness among the prisoners 
sent to jail from the city and county, as they 
are generally of a very low class, and are sel- 
dom confined for suilicient length of time to 
justify the adoption of a regular prison garb.” 

“Flow large will the new building be ?” 

“The proposed building will contain twelve 
or thirteen cel!s and all the necessary conven- 
iences. This will be amply large to accomino- 
date all the United States prisoners. There is 
one feature of this question which is not 
generally known, and that is the steady fall- 
ing off in the number of mooushiners. The 
business seems to be s.owly dying out, partly 
on account. of the vigilance of the revenue 
otiicers and partly on account of decreasing 
profit. But it seems that while one class de- 
creases the other multiplies, and hence the 
building of the new jail is necessary. 

‘“T want to say in regard to the jail, that it 
has not been any more crowded of late than 
heretofore. ln fact, there lms frequently been 
a larger number of prisoners coufined in it 
than during the past twofjor three months, and 
there has uever been any sickness to amount 
to anything among them. Then, again, there 
has never been any complaint made of the 
feeding of prisoners, and ihe United States 
district inspector of jails paid a high compli- 
mentto the mannerin which Fulton county 
jail was conducted, as compared with others 
all over the country. 

‘It is simply to make impossible any future 
complaints of any character that the new 
building will be built. The government is 
anxious to have the best possible care taken 
of revenue prisoners, and this is the only way 
it can be insured. According to law, it is the 
duty of the sheriff to take care of all prison- 
ers, both state and United States, and he is 
directly responsible for them. 

‘For this reason, as a building conld not be 
secured through any other source, I decided. 
after consultation with Dr. Chapman and 
members of the county commission, to provide 
the building myself, at mv own expense. 

“T have the privilege of removing it at any 
time, or will do so at the request of the county 
commissioners, and 1 also have the right to 
dispose of it to my successor in office, when- 
ever he is elected. The expense of the build- 
ing will not be a dead loss, but I expect to get 
something back on itina few years by my 
contract with the government for the main- 
tenance of its prisoners.”’

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A BLOODY TRAGEDY. 


DAN ALSTON STRIKES ALEX. WILSON 
A FATAL BLOW AT LITHONIA, 


Left Weltering in His Blood in the Middle of the 
Street, the Younz Scotchman is Taken Home 
and Remains Unconscious Until Death Comes— 
The Coroner’s Investigation and the Result. 


There was a bloody tragedy at Lithonia 
yesterday morning. 

About 12:30 Alex B. Wilson, a young Scotch- 
man, was stabbed in the head with a knife. 

The burden of the testimony is that the 
knife was in the hands of Dan Alston. 

Very little attention was paid to the affair, 
which was the result of astreet brawl, until 
the young man Wilson died at six o’clock 
yesterday morning. 

Then an investigation was begun. The ap- 
pearauce of the wound indicated that it was 
made by a knife, and a lady, Mrs. Morrison, 
went to the scene of the murder, and founda 
clasp knife covered with biood in the grass 
near the scene of the rencounter. 

The knifo was a “hawkbill.”’ or as the 
Scotch people call i: a “hedge knife,” and 
was identified as being similar tothe knife 
carried by Dan Aiston, and used in his work. 

Another blocdy weapon was discovered near 
the scene of the tragedy. It was a heavy piece 
of hickory, the handle of a ‘‘mash Mammer,”’ 
used by the quarrymen. It is a little over two 
feet long, and Ifke the k nife, was covered with 
blood: and hair when found in the grass and 
weeds by the roadside. 

One or both of these weapons caused the 
death of Wilson. 

ARRESTS MADE. 

As soon as the death of Wilson became 
voiced abroad, Deputy Sheriff Jenkins went 
in search of the perpetrators of the crime. 

Dan Alston, who has been running an en- 
gine for S. H. Venable & Co., Will Pease, 
timekeeper for the same firm, Dan Leddy, 
timekeeper for the Southern Granite company, 
andamannamed Copeland, a stouecutter, 
were arrested. 

The four men were in the crowd when the 
crime was commitaed. 

When arrested, at the house of Mr. Van De- 
Griffe, where he voarded, Alston asked how 
Wilson was, 

“Ifo is very low,” 
“and may die.”’ 

“I trope, G—d d—n him, that he will die,” 
replied Alston, ‘‘for he struck me inthe mouth 


last night.’”’ 

When informed that the victim was dead, 
Aiston mado no comment, and remained 
quietly in custody of the ofiicers. 

THE STORY OF THE CRIME. 

On the 4th there was a general holiday at 
Lithonia. DeKalb being a prohibition county, 
two kegs of. beer, a lot of pickles and other 
stuff had been ordered from Atlanta, and 
Alston, Pease, Leddy gand Copeland were 
among the party of ten or fifteen who had pre- 
pared to enjoy themselves. 

Le dk ly remarked that “These d—d fools down 
here don’t know how to celebrate the Fourth 
of July, and I will show them.’’ 

The party had a lot of cannon poppers, and 
they proceeded to the residen ee of Mayor W. 
H. George, about ten o’clock, and began to fire 
them. Mayor George went out and induced 
them to leave. 

in about three-quarters of an hour the party 
returned and began cutting up again. 

The mayor got his pistol and went out and 
drove them olf. But they were bent on a frolic, 
and they set out with the determination to 
take in the town. 

THE TROUBLE BREWING. 

Going up Stone Mountain street, they stop- 
ped at the home of Mr. Scraggy, where there 
was 4 ball in progress. 

Alston blew out the Ia and it was re- 
lighted. He blew it out thesecond time, and 
when remonstrated with, grabbed a gun 
which was sitting in the house, which was 
wrenched out of his lands by a Scotehinan. 

Will Pease induced him to leave the house, 
but he had received either a real or imaginary 
insult fron.a stone cutter nan d Jim Murr. vy, 
and going in by the back door, he struc! - Mur- 
ray With a bottle, 

After a considerable molee the party left Mr. 
Scragey’s house and walked up tiie street in 
the direction of the place where they boarded. 

SCENE OF THE TRAGEDY. 

About half way between the homeof Mr. 
Jack Langford and the railroad they met a 

party returning from some entcrtainment. 

It was a little after midnight. 

Somebody said that Alston had knocked 
Murray on the head with a beer botile. 

“Tt was a dirty trick if he did it,’ remarked 
Alex. Wilson,.who was in the crowd. 

“Tam the man who did it,’’ replied Alston, 
andinamomentthe two men were engaged 
in a scuiile. 

The crowd on both sides looked on while 
the nen clutched each other and reeied and 
staggered from the sidewalk to the middle of 
the road, where they feil. 

There were sounds of desperate blows. 

Soon aijter Wilson was thrown down Alston 
arose, and he and his party walked off, leave 
ing Wilson lying in the road, with

trickling from @ wound in the side of his head 
The injured man was taken up and carried to 
the house of Mr. Scragey, and Dr. W. P. Bond 
was summoned. The physician did every- 
thing in his power to restore Wilson to con- 
sciousness, but his eficrts were vain. 

At six o’clock the patient breathed 
and then it dawned upon the minds of 
friends thata murder had been committed. 

The finding of the two weapons in the grass 
gave conciusive evidence. 

It was thought that Wilson was killed with 
a blow from the hammer handle, but the 
wound was astab in the left side of the head, 
halfan inch broad anda half
